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A U.S. Dept, of Justice-FBI memo dated December 
17, 1963, sheds new light on the relationship between 
Ruth Paine and Lee Harvey Oswald. In the summer 
of 1957, Ruth Paine, then known as Ruth Hyde, took a 
summer class at the University of Pennsylvania in 
Philadelphia. She studied Russian and later became a 
member of a group called the Young Friends Movement 
which sought the relaxing of tensions between East and 
West According to the report (Field Office File #105- 
9997) a confidential informant wrote "and as a result 
got into contact with LEE HARVEY OSWALD family 
through pen pal activity. " This proves a much earlier 
contact between Paine & Oswald than has previously 
been accepted.

States policy towards the War In Vietnam during the 
Kennedy administration. One point in Oliver Stone’s 
movie, JFK is that the president was killed because he 
wanted to pull our troops out of that conflict In a num- 
bered (273) National Security Action Memorandum

plans for further action. Paragraph 8 reads in part, 
‘‘With respect to Laos, a plan should be developed for 
military operations up to a line up to 50 kilometers in- 
side Laoa, together with political plans for min i mi zi n g 
the international hazards of such an enterprise...” (JFK: 
The Book of the Film, pg.538). The memo was written 
by McGeorge Bundy, JFK’s National Security Advisor.
